It is 
futile in seeking an answer to bury 
our heads ostrich-like in the sands 
of speculation. Anyone who moves 
in City circles must have been im- 
pressed during the past month by 
the, confidence with which those 
who should be ir the know are “tip- 
ping’ rubber plantation shares 
for a substantial advance be- 
fore the end of the year 
and a modified boom in 1930, 
We certainly are not prepared to 
suggest. that all the calculations 
that have been made of tho future 
of the industry should be consigned 
to the waste paper basket; raw rub- 
ber, in our view, is not likely to re- 
main forever under one shilling; the 
time must come when rubber shares 
will. yield a more adequate return 
than they do ‘at present.

Recently our New York 
contemporary, the India Rubber 
World, published an article on the 
use of reclaimed, by Mr. E. G. Holt, 
chief of the Rubber Division of the 
United States Department of Com- 
merce. The returns he gave show 
that in ten years whilst consump- 
tion of crude rubber in the United 
States has increased by roughly 116 
per cent. the increase in reclaimed 
during that period has amounted to 
over 200 per cent. In 1928 it re- 
presented 61 per cent. of the total 


rubber used in the factories of the]. 


United States. When we are told 
by the rubber planting interests 
that the United States last year 
consumed 437,00 tons of rubber, the 
information.is not accompanied by 
a statement that they also cunsum- 
ed 223,000 tons of reclaimed. - Nor 
when we aré afforded a glimpse into 
the possibilities of expansion in 
other countries, particularly coun- 
tries like Africa and Chita, are we 
ever warned that the effect on 
plantation rubber must be dis- 
counted by the amount of reclaimed 
available. Until quite recently it 
was believed that reclaimed rubber 
could never claim equality in manu- 
facture ‘with new crude. But 
science has not stood still in regard 
to reclaimed any more than in other 
directions, How far the advance in 
price due to restriction was respon~ 
sible for the progress made in-the 
process of reclaiming , is not 
material except to the student of 
economic reactions. What is 
material is that both in America 
and in Europe the objections 
‘originally entertained to reclaimed’ 
rubber have under improved 
methods of treatment, been so com- 
pletely overcomesthat if there were 
enough of it to'go round. some 
manufacturers would be quite cort- 
tent to trust the fortunes of their| 
wares to the merits of reclaimed 
alone, Prejudice dies hard, but it 
will not for ever withstand proven 
facts, especially when, as in the 
case of reclaimed, quality is secur- 
ed at a much lower price. , 
Bigger Menace Than Synthetic 
‘Synthetic rubber has been the re- 
current bogey of the plantation 
market, It might well appear, that 
reclaimed ia a much more substan- 
tia] menace, because unlike synthe- 
tic, it can be turned out in great 
quantities at a really competitive 
figure—something that is that the 
chemist has not yet succeeded in 
doing with any substitute. There 
is, however, -thia difference to he 
remembered, {f synthetic could be 
placed on a! ‘commercial basis : it 
might bring prices down to a’ point 
where natural rubber: would no 
fonger be anything more than a 
spasmodic commercial proposition. 
Heclaimed rubber on the other 
hand, can ‘nevor drive out crude 
rubber because it depends on crude 
tor its own existence. What it can 
do, and is doing, is to keep the price’

Football’s Place In Early Literature 


& ROUGH SPORT a 


With the gradual ‘ataath of the football season some thoughts 
upon the early history of football may not be out of place, 

That football had a bad start in England is evidenced by the 
literature on the subject for we read that fans as late as four cen- 
turies ago had a good deal to contend with in order to lift their 
beloved sport out of the morass of ridicule and hatred into which it 


had sunk. 


YOUNG (GENTLEMEN WARN ED! 


We learn that Sir Thomas Elyot | 
in the sixteenth century felt obliged, 
warn all ‘young gentlemen 
against this rough sport “wherein 
there is nothing but beastly fury 
and extreme violence.” Hard words 
were these, but no doubt. Sir 
Thomas had some reason for them 
in those daya. 

A Murdering Practice 

When Shakespeare was a youth 
and living at Stratford, a Philip 
Stubbes wrote this very graphic |, 
account :— 

“As concerning football playing, 
I protest unto you it may be call- 
ed a friendly kind of fight than a 
play or recreation; a bloody and 
murdering practice than a fellowly 
sport or pastime. For doth not 
everyone lie in wait for his ad- 
versary, seeking to overthrow him 
and to pick him on the nose? .’... 
so that by this means sometimes 
their necks are broken, sometimes 
thelr backs, sometimes their legs, 
sometimes their arma,. sometimes 
one part thrust out of joint, some- 
times another, sometimes their 
noses gush out with bldod, some- 
times their eyes start out and some- 
times hurt in one place and some- 
times in another. They have 
sleights to meet one betwixt two, 
to dash him against the heart, with 
their elbows, to hit him under the 
short ribs with their gripped fists 
and with their knees to catch him 
upon the hip, and to pick him on 
his neck with a hundred such mur- 
dering devices, and hereof groweth 
envy, malice, rancour,’ hatred, dis- 
pleasure, enmity and what not else; 
and sometimes fighting, brawling, 
contention, quarrel picking, murder, 
homicide and great effusion of 
blood as experience daily teacheth.” 

From so animated a description 
one can only conclude that the poor 
unfortunate Stubbes had played 
football and suffered from “these 
hundred such murdering devices.” 


For centuries the only eligibility |

That could not haye 
been later than the ninth century, 
and from that time on the game 
must have increased in popularity, 
for by the fourteenth century it 
had become a national problem and 
was prohibited by royal edict. Not 
that the King worrled very much 
for the ‘bumps and bruises ‘of his 
subjects, but he saw'that it was 
diverting the people from the 
practice of archery, and he needed 
' plenty of skilled archers to cope 
with his enemies. Thus football 
became go popular that even the 
nation’s safety was in danger!’ 
However, the people wanted foot- 
ball and so new prohibitions were 
introduced periodically in the effort 
to stamp out the'evil. The last of 
the royal. edicts came at the end of 
Shakespeare's career, when James J 
found it necessary to debar 
from his Court all rough and violent 
exercises “as the football.” 


Italian Ruler 

In Italy it was an elegant pastime 
as may be seen from the firat book 
on football ever written, Giovanni 
de’ Bardi’s “Discorso Sopra....’! 
Giuoco del Calcio Fiorentino,” pub- 
lished in 1580. Here we see the 
players in a picture lined up, 
twenty-six in a side in one of, the 
principal squares of Florence ready 
for the “kick-off.” In the front 
rank stand the forwards in three 
files of five each; behind them the 
half-backs and, defending the goal, 
the sixteen backs or rearguards are 
standing ina .lne, shoulder to 
shoulders. yo. oy 

The ball-was six inches’ in. 
diameter and weighed ten ounces. 
The halberdiers, the trumpeters on 
each side of the pavilions (which 


formed thé goal-posts) and the gay]. 


costumes of the players with their 
plumed hats all speak of a friendly 
and polite encounter.

“ A. Recreation Value 


Apart from the recognition of the 
recreation value of the aport, foot- 
ball received the approval of only 
one person of social prominence 
Gefore ‘the .seventeenth century. 
This was Richard Mulcaster, first 
headmaster of the famous Merchant 
Taylor's School and afterwards 
highmaster of St. Paul'a. 

The game. was raised.to respect- 


Jability at last under the monarchy 


of Charles II during the Restora- 
tion. In his reign football for the 
first time became a regular fashion- 
able sport at Cambridge Univer- 
sity, and the public schools such as 
Eton, Harrow and Rugby. 

Poets have’ not been football 
stars, but some of them have 
caught spectacular featurea of the 
game. Sir Walter Scott, . for in- 
stance, found this philosophy in.the 
game:— 

Then atrip, lads, and to it, though 

sharp be the weather, 
And if, by mlschance, 
should happen to fall, 

There are worse things in life 

than a tumble on heather, 
And Itfe itself Is but a game of 
football. 

In our own time, however, 
Owen Seaman haa deplored the rise

IMPLIED FITNESS 


Whether o ship was fit to carry a 
whule cargo of flour waa .one of the 
questions Mr. Justice Hill faced in 
the Admiralty Court,, in the case of 
the "Eric Boye," and the next, the, 
effect of the Harter Act immunity 
wheré the shipowner’ had  exer¢ised 
duo diligence to ensure -seaworthi- 
ness, and then the implied warranty 
that the ship was reasonably fit to 
earry the flour. 

The steamer “Eric Boye” under- 
took to carry, under 70 bills of lad- 
ing, 60,000 bugs of flour from Port- 


‘Hand (Maine) to Danzig tm October, 


1924, but :5,000 bags were found to 
have been injured by dripping, 
moisture, The cargo owners attacked 
the ventilation’ and the ‘shipowners 


| raised the question of equipment by 


thelr reply that the “Eric Boye” was 
ventilated up to the standard of her 
,type, and the damage was due to the 
inherent quality of the “flour, which 
made it lable to sweat, — 

For the cargo awners Mr, Norman 
Racburn, K.C., argued, and Mr. St 
Clair Pilcher, instructed by Messrs. 
W. A. Crump and Son; and for the 
shipowners, Mr. R. C, Dunlop, K.C., 
and Mr. Balloch, instructed by 
Messra. Thos. Cooper and Co, 

Mr. Justice Hill said.—The plain- 
tiffs, are indorsers of billa of lading 
of flour in bays shipped on board the 
defendants’ steamship “Eric Boye” 
for carriage from Portland, Maine, 
to Danzig. The property passed to 
the plaintiffs upon the indorsement. 
The bills of lading represent the whole 
of the cargo on the “Eric Boye,” and 
she shipped a full cargo of. flour in 
bags. The goods were acknowledged 
by the bill of lading as received in 
apparent good order and_ condition. 
A few bags wero not delivered, and 
a considerable quantity,- some thou- 
sands of bags, were delivered damag- 
ed. It is common ground that the 
damage was by sweat, ic., ‘the con- 
densation of vapour in the hold. 
She was about 3,400 tons deadweight, 
The “Eric Boye” was a new ship. 
and a shfp, therefore, of no great 
size. ‘She has ‘two holds with four 
hatches, The engine-room and boil- 


-ereroom was amidships, 


Above the main! dock amidships, Is 
In the ‘tween 
decks, except for a space amidships, 
cargo is carried. The flour on the 
voyage was stored in the holds and 
also in the ‘tween decks, The 
hatches have deep coamings rising 
3 ft, 1 in. above deck and carried 
one foot belgw deck. These hatches 
are in the’ main deck at No. 1 ‘an 
No. 4; and in tho bridge deck at No. 
2 and No, 3. Under Nos,.2 and 3 
are hatches in the main deck, but 
they were not covered, 
Extent of Damage 


The damage was confined 
after end of the forchold and ths 
fore. end of the sfterhold. It was 
worse in the squares of the hatch 
coamings and extended sdown and 
spreading out, There, was no dam- 
age in the way of No. 1 and. No. 4 
hatch, In the master’s ‘letters it was 
stated that when the -hatches were 
opened “No, 1 and No. 4 were In 
superb condition, quite dry and free 
from swent, No, 3 was very bad, 
and No. 2 in a horrible condition.” 
The ship’s agents, in a letter of 
November 22, wrote, “after opening 
the hatches a large number of the 
bags were discovered to be’ wet and 
mouldy. . . . . There are still wet 
bags to be discharged ont of tho 
holds”. 

That is the plaintiffs’ case. There 
was 4 dispute of fact as to how 
much of the ‘tween decks aft of No. 
2 hatch and part of No, 3 hatch 
was occupled by cargo, and as to 
whether the square of the hatches 
was filled right up with cargo’ or an 
empty space left. -As to the "tween 
decks the point is. unimportant, ‘the 
damage was in and near’ the hatches.

It was shipped during what 
was doseribed as an Indian summer, 
That is, was well cared for before 
shipment appears from the maastor's 


report, which stated “on tho wholo 
they are very particular about the 
cargo, which arrives here in closed 
railway waggons, which are covered 
everywhere inside with thick. paper to 
protect the sacks.” The flour stored 
at the after - and"fore ends ‘of the 
ship arrived as the master said in 
his letter, “in superb condition.” In 
the way of the Nos. 2 and 3 hatches 
there was no damage, except from 
the drippings of: condensed vapour. 

Flour contains some, moisture, but 
the plaintiffs’ evidence is that when 
properly stored and carried it travels 
with a very slight percentage of 
damage... There was no evidence to 
gontradict this, . IY onecds adequate 
ventilation, 

The plaintiffs attack the means of 
ventilation ond the ‘failure to use the 
means. They say the ventilators 
were not sufficient in number and 
were wrongly placed. They say it 
was negligent to close them at nlght 
in fine weather, Thoy say that a 
hatch covering should have been: re: 
moved from time to time. to permit 
‘the escape of hot afr from the en- 
closed square-of the hatch coamings. 

The defendants reply that the 
means of ventilation were fully up 
to and indced in excess of the stan- 
dard of ventilation: of a ship of the 
type of the “Eric Boye.”

{a associated with Siemens, Schuckert, 
the constructors of the Shannon elec. 
tric scheme, | 

Mr, Horgan pointed out that to 
establich a free port there should bo 
Free State legislation, 

Mr. Sullivan referred to the £1,300 
spent on. Nicholson’s ‘survey, which 
came to nothing. “The Board, he 
‘said, had no money for big schemes. 

Mr, Mullan replied that his cor- 
poration should be allowed to carry 
the plans through if the Board de 
cided to adopt it, and gave assur. 
ante beforehand that they would not 
draw up the plan to Iet somebody 
else carry it out. His corporation 
would finance the scheme, and the 
Board could pay out of- revenue. 

Mr. Horne favoured the proposals, 
which, he considered, would enable 
Cork to tap trade with European 
areas, The Board were not asked to 
incur expenditure until they had Mr. 
Mullan's report as to the scheme and 
cost, j 
Jetty ‘Extenston : 

An extension of tho jetty at Corks 
adjoining the Ford motor works, is 
urged on the Harbour Board to faci- 
litate the shipping, of exports from 
the favtory-—-The outlay would run 
into a substantial amount, ‘and in 
addition to construction there would be 
additional expenditure on dredging. 
With the: present large amount of 
shipping that is belng dealt with 
from this factory, the dredging at 
this jetty as it staiids- is being ‘at- 
tended to in order to maintain a re- 
quired depth of water. 

The Board is favourable ‘to the 
extension required, towards which 
Messrs, Ford would ‘be contributors, 
but in view -of the importance of 
the factory to local employment, and 
the.‘gain to the Harbour Board by 
tho increased shipping resulting from 
the factory, it .is considered that 
\whatever additional facility is requir- 
ed should be provided at the entire 
expenso of the Board. ..

The vessel is bullt of mild ateel 
to Lloyd's survey for a classification 
of Al, for service on Lake Albert 
and under the supervision of Messrs, 
Rendel, Palmer and Tritton, con 
sulting engineers for the ‘Crown 
Agents, ‘ i 

The hull is constructed with, a 
straight stem and cruiser stern, and 
is sub-divided by six watertight ‘bulk. 
heads in accordance with Board of 
Trade requirements ‘for passenger 
carrying and having complete steel 
flush main deck, teak decks for poop, 
combined promenade and forecastle 
deck and bridge deck over promenade 
deck, All the first and) second-class 
staterooms and officers’ eabing are 
contnined In steel deckhouses, that in 
the main deck containing four 4- 
berth second-class cabins, dining 
suloon, stewards’ store and cabins 
for chief steward, chief clerk, two 
engineers and four stewards and

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THE MONS. ANGELS 


A SCIENTIST'S EXPLANATION OF 
7 WAR VISIONS 
EMOTIONAL PRESSURE 

Dr. G, B. Cutten, prseident of Col- 
gute University, in a paper entitled 
‘Visions in the War,” recently read in 
America, sald that conditions in the 
World. War were ripe for “atorting 
physic manifestations” and cifed as 
an oxampla of war-time “visions” the 
Angels of Mons, which were supposed 
to have appeared in the sky during the 
Baonguinary retreat of the British 
troops from Mons in the first year of 
fhe conflict, 

Dr. Cutten, in discussing the vision 
of the angels, polnted out that at the 
time the soldiers reported having seen 
them, the sky was heavy with smoke 
veined by the flashes of bursting shell, 
while the men themselves, tense in the 
terrific fighting, were in a peculiar 
state of mental concentration, 


“Three factors . that make for 


‘ visions,” he said, “are emotional preas- 


iy 


ure, intense eoncentration of attention, 
and suggestion.” The speaker inferred 
that it was one of these conditions, or 
the combination of them all, that con- 
jured ¢he vision of angels in the sky, 
murky from .the battle clouds. 
The “White Comrade” 

Another war vision ‘which he dis- 
cussed was that known as "the white 
comrade,” a white-robed figure, usually 
described as that of Jesus Christ, 
which moved among the wounded in 
the lulls of fighting, binding up their 
hurts and comforting them. Dr. 
Cutten pointed out that surgeons at 
emergency dressing stations and at 
base hospitals wore white uniforms, 
and so did the nurses, This fact, cou. 
pled with the probability that ancsthe. 
ties ar mental depression from 
wounds made wounded poldiers fit sub- 


| jects, to witness visions, was offered 


as a possible explanation of “the white 
comrade.”: 

In tho discussion which followed Dr. 
F.C. S. Schiller, of Oxford University, 
said that he, as a member of the Bri- 
tish Faychological Society, had been 
interested in tracing the story of the 
Mons angels. He had not been able to 
get definite proof of the vision. He 
anid that he had talked to an officer 
who had participated in the retreat 
from Mons and from him had learned 
that many of the men had suffered 
from hallucinations. :

+A test of his powers has been mado 
at the Plymouth Munteipat Museum, 
under the critical supervision of the 
curator, Mr, A. J. Caddie. Hero this
